Water softener controversy 
expected to come to head 


(Editor’s note: This is the third of 
a series.)

Auditorium tomorrow night as the 
city’s soft water controversy comes 
to a head. 
On the agenda at the 7:30 p.m. 
public city council hearing will be a 
controversial ordinance designed to 
prevent certain mineral pollution 
from going down the home drain. 
Consultants say self-regenerating 
water softeners, a common type, 
must be banned from new hook-ups 
or the city will not make the July 1, 
1975 state deadline for wrestling its 
wastew ater 
effluent’s 
mineral 
pollution down to standards. 
Spokesmen for the water softener 
industry say their outlets here stand 
to

The proposed law is not in a form

night 
and 
city 
administrator Gene Wahlers will 
recommend that the city council ask

postponement of a March 8 hearing 
into the allowable mineral levels of 
Lompoc’s wastewater discharge. 
Wahlers will also recommend that 
the council direct him to confer with 


the water quality control board and 
the grants administration office on 
an extension of time. 
The administrative officer will 
also ask the council to direct him to 
develop a source control ordinance 
at a later date that would, when 
implemented, satisfy the pollution 
requirements for the city’s waste 
discharge permit. 
Two ordinances to date have been 
proposed for city consideration, one, 
with

section, 
proposed 
by 
consulting 
engineers Brown and Caldwell and 
the second, without it, by the Pacific 
Water 
Conditioning 
Association 
(PWCA.) 
The council has received 
118 
le tters 
from 
city 
residents 
protesting the proposed ordinance 
and 30 more from outlying areas. 
City sources experienced with letter 
campaigns say, though, that all of 
them follow virtually the same 
form, suggesting they originated 
from a single source. 
Claiming that the state legislature 
has carried mineral pollution levels 
too far. Dr. Bert Keilin on PWCA 
charged in a press luncheon recently 
that the Regional Water Quality 
Control Board had a preformed bias 
against water softeners in the valley 
and that Brown and Caldwell “ built 
a story based on that attitude to 
present to the city of Lompoc. ”

Keilin 
said, 
was 
betrayed in a letter dated June 14, 
1972, from Kenneth R. Jones, board 
executive

Both Buellton and Solvang now 
have five year water softener phase­ 
out schedules aimed at meeting 
these same effluent requirements. 
The rental-exchange type of water 
softener, which comprises 75 per 
cent of the softening of the units in 
Lompoc, would not be banned by the 
ordinance, but flushing their salts

Kelly said the FBI was still 
respecting the family’s wishes in not 
jeopardizing the girl’s safety if the 
SLA’s hideout was discovered 
“ If we thought someone was in 
there holding a gun to her head, we 
would not go in,” he said. 


Hearst and his wife, Catherine, 
were heartened by a tape recording 
from Patricia received during the 
weekend in which she said she was 
being well treated and her abductors 
were willing to accept “whatever 
you can come up with.”

Eugene Ashlock of 1505 East Oak Avenue, offers to put 
Lompoc city government hack in the hands of the people if 
elected to the city council March 5, to mirror their views in 
his council decisions and to apply his over three years 
experience as pastor of the Lompoc Nazarene Church to the 
task of determining what those public feelings are 
A former businessman and professional golfer, Ashlock 
frames his reason for running for the governing panel in 
term s of 
a 
need 
for 
more citizen 
involvement 
in 
government at a time of public suspicion of it 
He wants to be a councilman, he said, “ I think more than 
anything else to get involved in an area where I can help our 
city, and help our country, really We re at a time in history 
where everybody that can should be active as far as 
possible in their local community, in their state I think it's 
time, you know, that we stop talking and start doing 
Ashlock 37, believes that government on all levels is not 
as representative as it should be After 10 years in the 
pastorate, he believes he s acquired assets that could help 
change this. 
“ I think what qualified me more than anything else, 
he 
said, “ is the ability I have to find out what people really 
desire in this city This is what I think a representative 
really should do is actually represent the people." 
His appeal, he said, is “ to people who are at a point where 
they really want to be heard" by at least one member of the 
council This takes in the majority of voters, he opined The 
first-time candidate, who has not held previous elected 
office, believes the present council “ wants to do what’s 
best for the city" but that it s hard to know what the people 
feel on every question and they, not the council, “ should 
declare w hat’s right for them " 
"My profession would 
fit right in with the city 
councilman position because I have the feelings of a lot of 
the people in the town anyway They automatically come to 
me ," the minister said 
Another issue Ashlock promises to speak to is what he 
term s Lompoc’s “ atrocious" job market. A solution to this, 
he said, could be worked by enticing “light industry” into 
town, possibly by granting city tax breaks and probably 
with an aggressive effort to seieet and solicit the types of 
development the people want The advent of the space 
shuttle program, he said, makes planning for growth a 
present necessity 
“ I think that growth is inevitable. 1 don't think that we 
can skirt around it We re going to have a situation on our 
hands in the next few years in which, if dealt with 
correctly, we can have a beautiful city. If it’s handled 
incorrectly, we re going to have a mess. We’re going to be 
one of two space ports, eventually, and this is going to have 
to be dealt with accordingly. And because of that factor, 
we re going to have a population increase And I think that 
now is the time that we need to begin to gear toward that.” 
The candidate said that he would not preexclude any type 
of industrial development at this point, preferring to 
consider each proposal as it comes up More jobs for young 
people, he said, could mean a “ little better anchor in our 
community,” and more community security to counteract 
what he term s a national problem of “ unrest 
From observable results, Ashlock said that the Lompoc 
Economic Development Association must not be using 
effective methods to attract industry 
On preexcluding certain types of industry. Ashlock 
remarked. “ This is the kind of representation I don’t think 
our city needs; a closed mind where you get to the point 
where you say i don’t want this kind of industry and I don't 
want that.’ I think that this is the kind of closed minded ness 
that has hurt cities in the past and which is hurting our city 
possibly right now ” His campaign handouts read “ Ashlock 
is bullish on Lompoc.” 
The soft spoken church leader held that we should 
consider each proposal as it emerges and that “ there are 
going to be some that we don’t want that are probably going 
to be necessary .” 
Ashlock has resided in Lompoc* since called to pastor the 
Nazarenes church here three years and eight months ago 
and lives with Patty, his wife of 17 years, and their two 
children, Denise. 14. and Eric 12. He squeezes painting and 
charcoal sketching into a busy work schedule and his living 
room, occupied by an upright piano displaying gospel sheet 
music, is decked with other art 
Also an am ateur chess buff, Ashlock, who lists no local 
organization memberships, gets in one or two golf rounds a 
month, a distant comparison to his pro golfing days when he 
competed against hot shooters like Jerry Heard. When 


making $25 weekly in his early, pre-Lompoc years in the 
ministry, he resorted to giving golf lessons to supplement 
his income and came into demand after slimming his first 
student’s handicap from 22 to 12 in two weeks Though 
beseeched by friends for a few pointers, his present 
schedule has ended his career in sports education 
Actually, Ashlock is used to representing a constituency. 
Each year members of the Lompoc Nazarene Church vote, 
by church rules, on whether or not to retain him for another 


The interviews for this series were done in January 
and early this month, before any public forums had 
taken place For this reason, the candidates had the 
benefit only of their own views of the city and its 
requirements and could urge only their own ideas as 
to how these requirements shonld be met based on 
thought and research each devoted to preparing for 
the campaign 
The interviews were done not only to gather views 
and proposals of city government and the reasons for 
seeking office, but also, from their own words, to 
sketch them as people. 
Each candidate was asked an identical series of 
questions. 
Each 
concentrated

combination of these questions and brought up other 
topics which prompted other questions. 
The series will be published in alphabetical order. 
The quotes are the most complete and concise 
statements during the interviews and contain no 
information not volunteered by the office seekers or 
not already a matter of public record.

Ashlock was asked if this yearly dependence upon the 
parish vote for his livelihood couldn t possibly set up a 
conflict of interest situation in a case in which the maioritv 
of hrs parishioners for whatever reason, felt very strongly 
about a matter before the city council. Could his 
impartiality as a councilman be compromised by this type 
of indirect pressure? 
Ashlock answered that he didn't believe this would 
happen 
“ I’ve already made up my mind, 
he added, “ that if 
elected. I would stay here for the four years whether or not 
I stayed as pastor of the Nazarene Church or whatever." 
If such a situation did occur, he said, “ I would very 
definitely have to go with my conscience on that. It would 
be painful. I would listen to the advice of the people in the 
church as openly as I would anyone else in town It wouldn't 
influence me anymore than anyone else in town I’m sure 
that the same thing would apply to any councilman that 
works at a certain place." 
He added that “There would be no difference between my 
church members and the rest of the city because I feel

Battle against Teamsters 
costly to small moving firm 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
“ If the labor unions ever run 
the 
country,” 
she 
said, 
“ well all I can say is God 
help America ’ Then Marie 
Shultz cried. 
It had been a tough 32 
weeks for Mrs. Shultz, 63- 
year-old owner of a small, 
Waukegan, 
111., 
moving 
firm. 
Thirteen of her 14 trucks 
have been repossessed by 
the bank She estimates she 
is losing up to $28,000 a 
month on a business that 
grossed $268.000 in 1972 She 
is tired and confused and 
angry. 
Marie Shultz is fighting 
the Teamsters. Specifically, 
she is fighting Teamsters 
Local 705, which she said 
has ordered a strike against 
her firm because the local 
demanded she sign a new 
contract 
without 
first 
negotiating it. 
She didn’t sign 


That was 32 weeks ago 
and the pickets—six of her 
former employes—are still 
marching. 


So Mrs Shultz came to 
Washington, for 10 days she 
has walked from agency to 
agency, appealing for help 
She has talked to dozens of 
bureaucrats She has talked 
to 
senators 
and 
congressmen 
Her briefcase is bulging 
with lists of places she has 
been, names of people she 
has been passed on to, along 
with pictures of her 2-year- 
old grandson, “ who was 
going to have this < the firm ) 
some day.” 
“ I ’ve walked 30 miles, I 


know,” she said wearily 
“ I ’ve 
walked 
because 
I 
can’t afford taxis or buses I 
borrowed the money to get 
here and now I have to go 
home because I don’t have 
enough to pay for another 
night at my hotel.’’ 
It is hard not to feel 
compassion for the woman 
as she talks of a business 
she has put “ my heart into 
for 28 years. 
In 1946 she bought three 
panel trucks and together 
with 
her 
new 
husband, 
Louis, they delivered goods 
to 10 grocery stores at 25 
cents 
a 
delivery. 
The 
fledgling firm of Merchant 
Moving and Storage grossed 
$6,000 the first month 
Now her husband is in 
Florida 
He is dying. And 
Merchant 
Moving 
and 
Storage is floundering under 
the weight of a powerful 
labor union. 


Mrs. Shultz recalled the 
major part of the firm’s 
work— 90 per cent—was 
moving household goods for 
the military. Now her one 
truck (under lease) cannot 
even get on a military base, 
much less move any goods 
to or from it. 
How does she get by, she 
was asked. 
“ My creditors are being 
beautiful,” 
she 
replied, 
trying to smile and dabbing 
at tears at the same time. 
“ They’re staying away from 
me My credit was ace high 
before all this happened ” 


She 
had 
a 
two-word 
assessment of her mission 
to 
Washington: 
“ People 
listened.” 
But she was not sure her 
pilgrimage will result in any 
changes 
in 
Local 
705’s 
policies. “ I m afraid this 
will go on until I ’m dead.”

Waldrop, 
who had run five sub-four minute 
miles on the indoor circuit prior to 
the San Diego Indoor Games, blazed 
to a 3:55 0, shattering the old mark 
of 3:56 4 set by Jim Ryun and Tom 
O’Hara 
“ I was tired from traveling and I 
don’t know if I could get the 
record,” said Waldrop, a University 
of North Carolina athlete “ I was 
thinking ahead to our (Atlantic 
Coast) conference meet next week 


and I was more worried about that 
than about tonight. 
“ I didn’t like the track at first 
because I had the wrong kind of 
spikes but I knew it was fast and I 
tried not to let anything bother me.” 
Waldrop ran behind Greg Gibson’s 
59 4 pace in the first quarter, 
overtaking the speedy field during 
the third quarter. He finished with a 
56 0 440, bettering the mark O’Hara 
set in 1964 and Ryun equaled in !971. 
Wilson Waigwa of Kenya finished 
second at 3:57 2 and Gibson was 
third at 3:59 1 
Waldrop’s achievement almost 
overshadowed indoor world record 
performances by 15-year-old Mary 
I)ecker,

That undoubtedly is the universal feeling today among 
Digger Phelps, Norman Sloan and a dozen or so other 
college basketball coaches across the land after they 
learned with disbelief of UCLA’s second defeat in as 
many nights in the backwoods of Oregon. 
But yes indeed, there is hope —Oregon and Oregon 
State proved that over the weekend by handing John 
Wooden’s seemingly invincible Bruins their first back-to- 
back defeats since 1965-66 (coincidentally the last season 
they failed to win the NCAA championship). 
And now the NCAA title chase has become the real 
thing — beginning with this week’s ratings which will 
almost surely find UCLA taking an unaccustomed plunge 
below the No. 2 spot with Sloan’s North Carolina State 
and Phelps’ Notre Dame squads likely to benefit most 


Even more hopeful to the UCLA-chasers is the now 
very 
real 
possibility 
that when they gather 
in 
Greensboro, N.C., next month for the NCAA finals —an 
affair that has often been referred to as nothing more 


than the “ UCLA Invitational” — Wooden and his troops 
could be only spectators. 
One more Pacific Eight Conference loss—particularly 
to Southern California which is tied with the Bruins for 
first place at 7-2— could prove fatal, to UCLA’s dreams 
of an eighth straight NCAA berth and subsequent 
championship. 
“ I think I would vote for North Carolina State,” said 
Wooden, a member of U P I’s coaches ratings board. “ We 
don’t like not being No. 1. I don’t like it either, but we 
don’t deserve it.” 
Off their weekend play in Oregon, Wooden is probably 
right Against Oregon State on Friday, the Bruins made 
21 turnovers and bowed 61-57. The next night at Oregon, 
they made 11 first half turnovers and never recovered. 


The third-rated Fighting Irish scored probably the 
most impressive weekend victory of the top contenders 
by handing 16th-ranked South Carolina its first home 
defeat in 34 games, 72-68. No. 2 N.C. State kept pace 
though by downing Wake Forest 111-96 behind David 
Thompson's 31 points.

Society 
informed the County Park 
Commission it was adverse 
to having the county sponsor 
any measure “ that would 
encourage growth of the 
Carpintería 
State 
Beach 
Park.” 
Don Shorts, director of 
the society, said society 
members were concerned 
at 
reports 
that 
county 
authorities have urged the 
State Department of Parks 
and Recreation to apply 
several million dollars of 
the county’s share of the 
1974 State Park Bond Act to 
expansion of state park 
facilities in the county. 
Mike Pahos, county parks 
director, 
said 
that 
the 
position of the county was 
that 
it 
had 
not 
recommended expansion of 
any particular state park at 


this time. He said the bond 
act 
if 
approved 
would 
allocate $90 million for park 
funding 
throughout 
the 
state 
Shorts stated in his letter 
that “ as you probably know, 
that 
State 
Park 
in 
Carpinteria 
has 
given 
Carpinterians a headache 
for some time now ” He 
called 
attention 
to 
the 
“ neglected and run-down 
conditions for many years, 
the fencing off of beach 
access and the recent threat 
by the state to place 80 
campsites within a prime 
residential area.” 
These are “ only a few of 
the problems the city of 
Carpinteria has had with the 
park, ” Shorts continued 
Shorts said the society’s 
membership, 
which 
he 
showed extends to Santa 
Barbara and other South 


Coast areas, feels that state 
park monies granted the 
South Coast areas could be 
“ better spent in purchasing 
open 
spaces, 
wild

preserves, and other natural 
and scenic areas.”

Grandmother recalls life 
in W. Va coal mine camp 


MANSFIELD, Ohio (UPI) 
— The old woman, her 
Italian 
accent 
mellowed 
over the years, reminisced 
about 
life 
in the 
West 
Virginia coal mine camps 
during a period that spanned 
the Depression 
Grandma, as she asked 
she be called, raised 10 
children 
in 
the 
now 
abandoned Coal Mine Camp 
No. 20 near Logan. W. Va., 
while her husband worked 
for Island Creek Coal Co. 
from 1920 to 1941. 
Despite 
her 72 
years, 
Grandma clearly recalls the 
Spanish woman who cured 
toothaches 
with 
a 
mouthwash 
of 
dried 
rattlesnake; 
cows 
swaggering 
home 
drunk 
after finding moonshine in 
the 
hills; 
saving 
Montgomery Ward catalogs 
for the outhouse; boiling 
clothes in a washtub over a 
fire in the backyard; and 
playing poker with hazel 
nuts on Christmas Eve. 
“ Don’t laugh,” she says, 
waving a hand above her 
head and grinning herself. 
“ We didn’t have no money 
down there. Nobody did We 
were all the same. When I 
got 
a 
wringwasher, 
I 
thought 
I 
was 
a 
rich 
woman.” 
Grandma also tells of 
baking 30 loaves of bread in 
an 
outside 
clay 
oven; 
canning vegetables in half­ 
gallon jars by the hundreds; 
salvaging gardens spoiled 
by burning slag, and making 
bedsheets and underclothes 
from flower sacks. 
There’s no bitterness. 
“ That’s just the way it 
was,” she says. 
Like some 50 other immi­ 
grant families in the coal 
camp, Grandma and her 
husband rented a four-room 
house for $8 a month from 
the coal company. For $2 a 
month they got all the coal 
needed for heat and cooking. 
Another $1.75 each month 
covered medical expenses 


and 
brought 
the 
camp 
doctor to the house anytime 
called. 
Families were required to 
house up to four boarders, a 
policy 
designed 
by 
the 
company to bring men into 
the coal camps to work the 
mines. 
The $3 a month paid by 
each boarder suplemented 
the miner’s weekly salary 
which 
usually 
averaged 
$10—75 
cents 
for 
each 
carload of coal. 
However, some paydays a 
miner would bring home “ 4- 
X ” , which meant he was in 
debt to the coal company. 
“ You could go down to the 
office and borrow several 
dollars against your wages 
before payday,” Grandma 
explained. “ The company 
would give you scrip money. 
Then, when you exchanged 
it in the general store, you 
lost 25 cents for every 
dollar.” 
Grandma made light of 
the 
hardships, 
but 
eventually 
told 
of 
the 
explosion that trapped her 
husband for 40 hours and his 
eventual death from Black 
Lung disease which disabled 
him in 1941. 
She’s also told how the 
coal company took care of

The Goleta County Water 
District’s newest venture 
aimed at providing more 
water for its customers was 
unveiled last week before

County 
Park 
Commission 
District 
officials along 
with County Flood Control 
Engineer James Stubchaer 
told of proposals to increase 
the district’s ground water 
basin by some 500 acre feet 
a year, enough they said to 
serve some 2,500 people 
A series of check dams on 
various 
creeks,

running through countv park 
and open space lands, is 
being proposed 
This would spread out 
wetted 
areas 
and 
thus 
enable more water to sink 
into the basin rather than 
run quickly off into the 
ocean, it was pointed out by 
Stubchaer along with Goleta

She 
says 
those who condemn young 
people do not know how they 
act and think 
Mary Routt should know 
She’s surrounded by some 
5,000 of them. 
Mrs. Routt lives in a 
single-room 
senior 
apartment 
on 
Scripps 
College, 
one 
of 
six 
Claremont Colleges here 
A widow, she moved to 
the campus in 1972 when her 
husband died. 
It isn’t common practice 
to allow non-students to live 
in a dorm on campus, but in 
the case of Mrs. Routt, an 
exception was made 
She 
was one of the original 
board of trustees for the 
college 
in 
1926 
and 
contributed 
most of the 
funds to build the dorm 
where she is living and 
which bears her name 
Mrs Routt’s only official 
capacity with the college is 
being an honorary member 
of the board 
Mrs Routt doesn’t like to 
compare today’s generation 
of young people with other 
generations of young people, 
but she will speak up and 
defend them if they are 
criticized 


“ We should realize that 
they are different than I 
was,” she said, in the way 
they speak and dress, 1 but 
they do think and analyze 
what they’re trying to do 
“ They 
have 
a 
fresh 
viewpoint 
that 
we 
sometimes can t reconcile 
ourselves with ” 
She acknowledged that 
today’s young people are 
living 
through 
more 
turbulent times, and that 
“ we had a much easier time 
when I was in college. It 
was much easier to make 
solutions to our problems 
because the problems were 
easier ” 
Mrs Routt, who doesn’t 
speak the slang and isn’t 
quite used to seeing girls in 
blue jeans, suggested that 
those who criticize young 
people do what she is doing 
live among them and get to 
know them 
She is convinced that once 
this takes place, opinions 
will change. 
A generation gap doesn t 
exist in Mrs. Routt's life 
even though there is a span 
of some 60 years between 
her and the students. She 
says the gap people speak of 
is not an age gap but rather 
a communication gap 
For 
the 
students 
at 
Scripps College, Mrs. Routt 
is friend and confidante. 


Mrs 
Routt, a former 
journalist who once wrote a 
syndicated 
column 
in 
Washington, DC., is often 
deluged with questions by 
students 
who 
want 
to 
compare 
the 
present 
political scene with those in 
other years 
The 
discussions 
and 
friendships 
with 
the 
students have rejuvenated 
Mrs. Routt, who was left 
alone in a 20-room house 
here when her husband, 
Orville, died in 1972. 
“ My 
prescription 
for 
staying young is association 
with youngsters,” she said 
“ I don’t know how young it’s 
going to keep me, but it’s 
made me feel a lot younger 
“ I'd rather associate with 
kids anytime than 
with 
people my own age ” 
Mrs. Routt is active on 
and off campus She is at 
liberty to come and go as 
she pleases, so when she 
isn’t auditing classes or 
attending seminars, she can 
be seen at art openings, 
concerts and anything else 
she finds to her liking. 
Among other activities, 
she is writing a book on her 
experiences as a columnist. 
Between her book and her 
extracurricular 
activities, 
she still lends a listening ear 
to anyone who wants to talk.

— A majority of doctors 
recommend the pill for birth 
control to their patients, but 
a recent study shows that 
only a minority of their own 
wives are using it.

found that about 70 per cent 
of

nation’s 
doctors 
recommend the pill as a 
method 
of 
contraception 
Yet in a study published in 
the American Journal of 
Obstetricians and (iynecolo^ 
gists, only 35 per cent of 


physicians’ wives surveyed 
said they were using the pill 
in 1970 and only 27 per cent 
two years later 
O b s t e t r i c i a n s 
and 
gynecologists 
wives 
still 
use the pill and the IUD 
(intrauterine device) more 
often 
than

population, but the pill’s 
popularity is dwindling The

FORT MITCHELL, Ky. 
(UPI) - It all started with 
Tommy Baloney, a wooden 
dummy 
purchased 
by 
businessman and amateur 
v e ntr il oquis t 
William 
Shakespeare Berger in 1910. 
By the time “W.S.” —as 
his friends in this small 
Cincinnati 
surburb called 
him—died a couple of years 
ago at age 94. his collection 
of 
small 
wooden figures 
with 
rolling 
eyes 
and 
clacking mouths had grown 
so big that the dummies 
took over his house Soon 
W S. was sleeping in the 
dining room for lack of 
space 
B e r g e r , 
who 
w a s 
president of a company and 
director of a bank, is gone, 
but his collection of 500 
dum mies, 
thousands 
of 
photographs, 
hundreds of 
books 
and 
reams 
of 
c o r r e s p o n d e n c e 
and 
n e w s l e t t e r s 
on 
v e n ­ 
triloquism, still occupies his 
old brick house, known as 
the “Vent Haven’’ museum 
The three and four-foot- 
high dummies are dressed 
in all manner of outfits, 
from 
tuxedos 
to 
comic 
clothes. They sit lifelessly 
on chairs packed into the 
three buildings. 
S u s a n 
D e F a l a i s e , 
caretaker of the museum, 
brought a few to life 
“ T h i s 
is 
T o m m y 
Baloney,” she said. Putting 
her hand through an opening 
in the dummy’s back and 
pulling a lever on a pole 
extending up to Tommy’s 


head 
Tommy’s 
mouth 
moved. “Tommy was the 
first dummy Mr 
Berger 
ever bought It was in 1910.” 
Many have unique names

Although 
Berger 
never 
performed professionally as 
a ventriloquist, he had a 
little 
stage 
built 
in

bedroom where he would 
practice.

sometimes wrote 500 letters 
a month to keep it going,” 
said Mrs 
DeFalaise. “ He 
collected so much material 
on ventriloquism that it ran 
him out of the house.

Major hearing 


One of the hottest issues to face the City 
Council in many, many months will be 
publicly aired tomorrow night when the 
governing body hears the public pros and 
cons of the controversial water softener or 
“ source control ordinance. 


The public hearing will be held in the 
City Hall auditorium at 7:30 p.m. 


The issue has been fully explained in a 
three-part series of articles by Record 
staff 
writer Steve La 
Rue with 
the 
concluding article being printed today. 


Basically, the harsh regulation has to do 
with 
regulating the amounts of total 
dissolved solids in city wastewater and 
eventually 
in 
city 
drinking 
and 
agricultural water. The recommendation 
is being made following a study ordered by

the council by the engineering firm of 
Brown 
and 
Caldwell 
Co. 
They 
have 
determined that source control of the 
minerals would be more advantageous 
than 
redesigning 
the 
city's 
planned 
wastewater treatment plant to remove the 
minerals. 
This claim, of course, is being hotly 
contested bv Pacific Water Conditioning 
Association representing home softwater 
producers and manufacturers. They are 
claiming 
that 
the 
city 
does 
meet 
compliance, 
that 
state 
standards are 
arbitrary and the source control just will 
not work 
We do not take a position on this issue at 
this time. As with all citizens, we would 
prefer to hear the pros and cons tomorrow 
night. 


A watershed election 


When Lompoc enters the 1980s. 
and it could be a very new and 
different town by then, the four 
years between 1974 and 1978 will 
likely be viewed in afterthought as 
critical ones indeed. 
And when people 
then get to musing, 
in 
either 
thank 
fulness of frustra­ 
tion, on the rever­ 
berating impacts of 
the courses set in 
those years, they’re 
bound to run into 
the conclusion that 
the 1974 city council 
election was of a 
magnitude greater 
than any before it, a 
watershed election 
the people of that 
time could 
perhaps only dimly appreciate. 
It could well be remembered then 
that the voters in 1974 chose a 
majority of that council, three of the 
total five, to preside over the last 
years of a relative stable time 
before the once quiet farming town 
came to grips with its second 
quantum leap in growth — from 
Lompoc*, the still static missile and 
air base town of the 1960s and 70s to 
Lompoc*, the second of two national 
space ports 
On the eve of the election, the 
signs of the advent of the space 
shuttle seem prodigal enough but 
aren’t 
conclusive, 
even 
though 
insiders nod significantly. 
The Defense Department, it says, 
plans toward the end of the decade a 
Vandenberg shuttle buildup to cost 
$500 million — that’s half a billion 
dollars 
— 
with 
industrial 
complexes, railed transporterways, 
a marine facility and one or more 
titanic launch complexes on the 
terraces of what was once the gusty 
coastal Sudden Ranch. The vice

Florida and. believe it or not, here 
The abortive MOL project left 
Lompocans 
uttering 
“show 
me 
first.” And perhaps the present 
energy crisis casts a haze before our 
field of view toward the future, 
though rockets don’t run on oil and, 
for 
either 
energy 
planning 
or 
strategic reasons, the Vandenberg 
shuttle could actually come to be 
considered 
indispensable. 
True, 
NASA’s shuttle budget has been 
slashed by millions and its schedule 
set back in the last two national 
budgets. And we probably won’t 
know for sure until next year, when 
Washington will either have to come 
up with $1.15 billion to keep the 
project on course or begin the 
retreat Maybe it’s just too distant 
and undecided now for people here 
to really think they’re involved 
But even if the tidal wave never 
descends, to look the other way 
during last germinal years the city 
has to prepare for it is a fool's 
game. 
So much of government seems to 
be momentum A decision is made 
at one juncture and not long hence 
it’s a way of life, as irretrievable as 
a helium balloon

normally good at foresight Perhaps 
it’s because elected officials are in 
power for relatively short periods,

Maybe this is why 
businesses are usually managed so 
conspicuously better run 
The advent of Vandenberg deluged 
Lompoc* with confusion as well as 
opportunity and false steps were 
made There is a case for the notion 
that the influx of the huge base did 
much to disorient the community 
from itself, with its new populations 
and gold field development

can be seen in this light 
The next four years can be a time

withstand and profit from the great 
pressures, both from new demands 
as well as gaudier short term 
temptations the space shuttle may 
bring. 
Even more reasons, then, to 
believe that the March 5 council 
balloting will be prodigal For it will 
be blaringly clear not long after the 
rocket-plane is as daily a fact as the 
Minuteman whether the 1974 council 
prepared the city to meet it or did 
not And the speculation, the jostling 
for 
zoning 
advantages, 
the 
challenges to this city ’s self concept 
can be expected to long preceed the

For 
though 
governments may lack foresight, 
there will always be entrepreneurs 
who do not 
Incumbents 
enjoy

This 
tends to be the mood on campus, as 
protest was a few years ago The 
corruption in government and in 
business that earlier students noted 
over is now taken for granted by 
students, as the unfolding of events 
makes it more clear also to their 
parents Long lines of students now 
stand in the Isla Vista bank that 
riots had destroyed a few years ago. 
These students have cast off both 
the conspicuous consumption of 
their parents’ generation and the 
violent protest of earlier students 
The long hair and the tattered jeans 
remain, but most of the bitterness is 
gone 


These 
students, 
though 
not 
content with the flaws in our major 


institutions, the establishment, are 
largely concerned with finding a 
place in it when they graduate They 
watch 
as Senate 
hearings and 
c o n s u m e r

establishment — tackle many of 
these problems themselves. 
Perhaps part of the spirit of 
protest a few years back, the part 
that was valid, has become a part of 
society at large. In any event, 
students and older generations of

want, in common with society at 
large, is action by Congress to solve 
our problems, and a job when they 
graduate.

Newsman's shield laws 


United 
States 
Senator 
Alan 
Cranston, who has been in the 
forefront of a move to establish 
federal law protecting newsmen 
from jailing for refusing to disclose 
their sources, is not too optimistic 
about passage of such legislation in 
the near future. 
His assessment of the sentiment 
in Congress for such legislation was 
made prior to the American Bar

Association’s rejection this month 
of a resolution endorsing proposals 
now before Congress. It also was in 
advance of action by the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee which placed 
in limbo, for this year, numerous 
proposals 
changing 
California’s 
laws pn the subject. 
The 
furor 
over 
newsmen’s 
privilege was the result of some 
isolated jailings of reporters around 
the country for contempt in failing 
to obey orders to reveal sources. 
In Congress, and in various states, 
including 
California, 
legislation 
seeking to define privilege in such 
instances was then introduced. 
California’s need for what has 
become known as a “newsman’s 
shield” 
law 
is 
not 
nearly 
as 
pronounced as the need for a federal 
law. For the state already has in its 
Evidence Code a source protection 
law which heretofore has been 
considered adequate. 
The 
assembly 
com m ittee's 
rejection of current proposals came 
after a 
commendably 
thorough 
study by its chairman, Charles 
Warren, of the bills and the issue 
itself. 
Warren, 
and 
the 
other 
members, were bothered by not only 
the provisions of the proposals but 
their ramifications, especially as 
they 
might 
restrict 
broader 
constitutional interpretations to be 
reached in the absence of any 
statutes. He was also concerned 
about how some of the proposals 
m ight 
co n flict 
with 
other 
constitutional provisions such as the 
guarantees for a fair trial. 
A most timely discussion of the 
issue is to be found in an article by 
William F. Stewart published by the 
University of San Fernando 
Law 
Review. Stewart is the deputy 
county counsel in Los Angeles who 
represented the Superior Court in 
the 
contempt 
case 
involving 
reporter William T. Farr. 
Stewart holds that testimonial 
privilege is honored “because the 


benefits to society as a whole far 
outweigh the possibly disastrous 
results in a particular case.” The 
privilege granted must not, he says, 
“be greater in scope than required 
to realize those goals. ” 
It is his belief, obviously shared by 
many lawmakers, that some in the 
media are using the impetus of a 
few highly publicized cases to 
“obtain an unqualified absolute 
privilege.” 
Stewart goes into depth on the 
various problems which arise, and 
which bothered Chairman Warren. 
Just defining a newsman and a 
newspaper presents constitutional 
difficulties. 
And 
the 
idea 
that 
privilege 
should extend 
to the 
withholding 
of 
unpublished 
information or testimony when a 
reporter 
chances 
to 
be 
an 
eyewitness to a crime stretches the 
source privilege idea beyond what 
most, including many newsmen, are 
willing to support. 


Stewart concludes that: 
“The 
need for haste does not exist. The 
number of cases involving contempt 
citations of reporters is very small 
indeed, 
compared 
with 
the 
thousands 
of 
reporters 
and 
newspapers functioning today... 
“If a newsman’s privilege is 
enacted, it should be qualified A 
qualified privilege, coupled with the 
continued concern of the courts for 
the protection of First Amendment 
rights by controlling the issuance of 
subpoenas, will insure the existence 
of a vital, inquiring and responsible 
press ”
